UNIFICATION CONSTITUTION PLAN DISCUSSED

[Text] The government will actively promote plans to materialize the new 
unification formula announced January 22 and consolidated the basis of 
support at home and abroad for the plan this year. 


The formula calls for organizing a consultative conference for national 
reunification with participants from the south and the north to adopt a 
constitution for a unified Korea. 


Minister of National Unification Son Chae-sik, in his policy briefing 

fer President Chon Tu-hwan, said that the government will conduct indepth 
research for the creation of circumstances favorable for unification, 
cortinuously explore unification policies, intensively conduct publicity 
for unification and do its best for the resumption of suspended inter-Korea 
talks. 


Based on the structural superiority of the Republic of Korea and with the 
confidence it has in the perspective for unification, Son said, the govern- 
ment will sponsor positive publicity activities to help the people acquire 
an increased sense of security and realize the need for unification. 


Efforts will also be directed toward enlisting widespread support in the 
international community, he said. 


Research activities will be conducted to compare economic, social, cultural 
and diplomatic capabilities of South and North Korea, Son reported. 





He added that the government will be prepared for the possible materializa- 
tion of the "20 pilot projects" the unification board proposed 1 February. 
The projects included opening a highway between Seoul and Pyongyang, 
development of Mt. Kumgang and Mt. Sorak as a site of tourist interest anc 
free trade through Inchon and the North Korean »~ort of Chinnampo. 


Other projects Son reported to the president were: 


--teaching materials criticizing communism will be a to systematically 
conduct unification-security education. 





--unif ication-related materials will be supplied in a great<r volume to 
unification research centers established at colleges and wniversities. 


--the unification-security education will be given to a total of 21,900 
persons this year, including 2,000 Koreans residing in Japan and the 
United States.

UNIFICATION MINISTER'S PROPOSAL HAILED

{[Editorial: “Seoul-Pyongyang Talks”) 


[Text] The overture for a high-level Seoul-—Pyongyang conference made by 
Minister of National Unification Son Chae-sik yesterday is a judicious 
follow-up on the earlier proposals of President Chon Tu-hwan and the 
minister himself for rapport between the divided halves and subsequent 
reunification, At the same time, it is a discreet and constructive response 
to the latest North Korean move for a “unified political conference.” 


Son proposed that the south and north meet in a high-level conference in 
Seoul, Pyongyang or Panmunjom next month to discuss a whole range of matters 
relevant to achieving a peaceful unification of Korea. The conference 
would deal with the question of realizing a Seoul-Pyongyang summit to pre- 
pare for the proposed consultative conference for national reunification 
which would draft a constitution for a wnified Korea. It would also 

discuss the Pyongyang-proposed joint political conference with 530 delegates 
from each side, as well as a number of measures to wind down tensions and 
promote peaceful exchanges between the two halves. 


What is to be particularly noted is the inclusion of the North Korean pro- 
posal on the prospective agenda for the proffered talk. And so is 
President Chon's readiness to take up Pyongyang’s “Confederated Republic of 
Koryo" formula at a south-north summit, which was made clear when he put 
forth the comprehensive unification blueprint while addressing the national 
assembly last month. 


Pyongyang’s latest call, to all appearances, is aimed at sabotaging talks 
with Seoul. This is apparent in Pyongyang'’s nomination of 50 people to 
represent South Korec at the “unified political conference." The 50 names 
exclude all the responsible government authorities and political leaders 
with comparable standings, while including some of the discredited 
dissidents resident abroad and dubious names allegedly representing the 
bogus “revolutionary party for reunification” which North Korea claims is 
operating underground in the south. 














Together with such preconditions as the repeal of the anti-communist insti- 
tutions end replacement of the present Seoul government with a “people'= 
democratic regime,” as well as the wirhdrawal of U.S. forces from Forea, 
Pyongyang ’s nomination of 50 for the south is an extremely preposterous 
approach to bilateral talks of any kind, to begin with. However, if we 
were to counter this absurdity of North Xorea in a fit of anger »r in any 
other manner short of patience and prudence, the consequences would be 
cuite threatening to the prospect of any further endeavor for peaceful 
contact between the two sides. 


From this point of view, Minister Son's proposal is timely and consistent 
with the policy and acticn plan set for Seoul-Pyongyang rapprochement as 

a path to unification. The composition of the nine-man Seoul delegat ion, 
headed by Minister of State for Security and Diplomacy No Tae-u, is notable 
in that it cuts across the almost entire fabric of society by including 
representatives of all parties seated in the national assembly as well as 
officials of the relevant organizations, both governmental and private, 
dealing with the unification question. 


North Korea should give this proposal serious thought this time so as to 
wind down the danger of confrontation on this peninsula. Pyongyang’s 
further intransigence would do no good at all not only for the two affected 
parties of this peninsula tut also for its surrounding neighbors, whose 
relations with one another are rather sensitive to the Korean situation.

UNIFICATION PROPOSAL ANALYZED

[Text] Seoul, Feb 25 (YONHAP)--South Korea's proposal Thursday of high- 
level inter-Korean talks underscores the determination of the Seoul 
government to establish genuine dialogue between the two Koreas, and 
normalize Seoul-"yongyang relations pending an eventual unification. 


The talks proposed by Unification Minister Son Chae-sik appear as a pre- 
liminary meeting for the inter-Korean summit conference initially proposed 
by South Korean President Chon Tu-hwan a year ago. 


By embracing North Korea's February 10 counterproposal of a joint meeting 
of South and North Korea politicians as part of the agenda for the proposed 
talks, South Korea has demonstrated its willingness to negotiate with the 
North Koreans not only its own unification formula as well as Pyongyang's. 


Breaking its long silence to South Korea's repeated calls for an inter-Korean 
summit meeting, North Korea on February 10 counterproposed a meeting of 
politicians of the two Koreas in a fashion unprecedented in history. 


The North Korean proposal calls on 50 “politicians” from each side to 
participate in the talks. 


In making the proposal, the North Korean authorities announced a listing of 
not only their delega.ves but South Korea's. 


As a format cf the talks, the North Koreans proposed a round table conference 
with each participant taking his seat, regardless of his nationality. 


The North Korean proposal cov!d by no means be considered an attempt at 
genuine dialogue, and what they would be seeking through such talks is all 
too evident. 


Meanwhile, South Korea has included not only government officials but a 
echolar, lawmakers and members of the Advisory Council on Peaceful Unifica- 
tion in its delegation to the high-level inter-Korean talks in an apparent 











departure from its previeus policy. South Korean delegations to inter- 
Korean conferences in the past mostly consisted of five or seven government 
officials. The composition of the new nine-member delegation could be seen 
as an attempt to broaden the basis of representation. 


Unlike the North Koreans, the South Korean minister left North Korea to 
choose its own delegation, which should be headed by a cabinet-level 
official. 


Now it is up to the North Koreans but it would not be easy for them to find 
an excuse for rejecting it as South Korea has expressed its willingness 

to discuss Pyongyang's proposal as wel] as its own unification formula 
calling for the adoption of a constitution for a unified Korea and the 
conclusion of a provisional agreement on inter-Korean relations pending the 
unification.

All Koreans, if they were born and live in this land, will not want to see 
this deplorable history of division continue and hope that the reunification 
of the country will be accelerated through negotiations. 


The dialogue and negotiations that all the nation wants are only dialogue 

and negotiations for reunification. The table of this sacred dialogue for 
reunification can be attended only by those who are sincerely concerned 

about the future of the nation and who desire the reunification of the country. 
It cannot be attended by just anyone. 


The proposal for convening a joint conference of politicians in the north 
and the south and abroad, excluding the present South Korean rulers and their 
groomsmen, reflects this principle and is a most just and realistic one. 








The present South Korean rulers are human butchers who brutally murdered 
numerous compatriots advocating democratization of society and the 
reunification of the country. They are also the fascist maniacs who wantonly 
arrested, put in prison and executed democrati: personages, including 

Kim Tae-chung, and conscientious religious figures. That they have no 
qualifications to approach and sit at the table of negotiation for reunifica- 
tion needs no explanation. 


The dialogue among Korean Christians in the nurth and abroad for the father- 
land's reunification held in Vienna, Austria last November exposes and con- 
demns the splittist nature of the Chon Tu-hwan ring even today. 


Even before the Vienna dialogue was held, the Chon Tu-hwan military fascist 
clique sent notorious anticommunist agents to Vienna and tried to frustrate 
the dialogue through all sorts of dastartly means.

Thus, 
it is trying to heighten tension and to threaten peace in and the peaceful 
reunification of the country. 


The mere fact that these men are clamoring about general elections and pilot 
projects under the signboard of reunification is an unbearable insult to 
and mockery of the people who desire reunification. 


The only true way for reunification negotiations which can serve the cause 

of the country's reunification in the present situation is to convene the 

100-man joint conference of politicians in the north and the south and abroad, 

which was proposed by the CPRF. - 


The South Korean rulers should not hinder the convocation of the 100-man joint 
conference and should provide all possible conveniences to the South Korean 
politicians so that they can participate in the conference. 


In particular, the South Korean rulers should unconditionally and immediately 
release all arrested and detained politicians, including Kim Tae-chung, 
and guarantee their free political activities. 


They should know that if they turn away from or refuse this demand of the nation 
they will leave an indelible stain on history and receive the curse and con- 
demnation of the people generation after generation.

AGRICULTURAL GROUP SUPPORTS CPRF PROPOSAL 
Proposal Supported

[Text] We, the functionaries in the agriculture sector, along with all 
fellow countrymen ardently aspiring national reunification, listened with 
great excitement to the statement issued 10 February by the Committee for 
the Peaceful Reunification of the Fatherland [CPRF]. The CPRF proposal 
for the convocation of the renowned politicians in the north, south and 
abroad, excluding those seeking the country's division, is a very reason- 
able and realistic one, considering today's situation in South Korea. 
The agricultural committee fully supports the CPRF proposal, holding that 
it is a good proposal that will help resolve various questions regarding 
national reunification. 


Because of the country's division, the unified development of the north and 
south in the agriculture sector, not to mention other sectors, has not been 
achieved. Under the wise leadership of the great leader, we have made 

sincere efforts to overcome this abnormal situation. As is known, since 

the inception of the country's division, the great leader Comrade Kim Il-song, 
the sun of the nation, has put forward the most just and reasonable proposals 
for national reunification and restoration of the nation's unity and solidarity 
through collaboration and interchanges between the north and south. 


During the post-war period, he set forth various proposals in this regard. 
Reporting at the celebration of the 10th anniversary of the 15 August 
liberation in August 1955, the great leader advanced a proposal for economic 
interchanges in all sectors, including the agricultural sector, between the 
north and south. In August 1960, he made a proposal to enact a north-south 
confederal system as a transitional step for national reunification. In 
consideration of the South Korean authorities’ inability to accept the 
north-south confederal system, the great leader proposed we cooperate and aid 
each other in the economic sector by instituting an economic council comprised 
of representatives of economic circles in the north and south. These proposals 
put forward by the great leader evince a noble, patriotic and nation-loving 
desire to ease the fellow countrymen's pain caused by national division and to 
expedite reunification. 











In accordance with the proposals and plans for national reunification advanced 
by the respected and beloved leader, the government of the republic has 
adopted innumerable tangible steps to accomplish collaboration and interchanges 
between the north and south. The steps include many questions related to the 
agricultural sector. At the eighth session of the second supreme people's 
assembly in November 1960, we made a proposal to rapidly develop the backward 
agricultural sector in South Korea by jointly carrying out grand irrigation 
work in the valleys of the Han River, the Nam River, the Nakdong River, 

the Yongsan River, the Kum River and the Ansong-Chon, in hopes of achieving 
collaboration and interchanges in the agricultural sector between the north 
and south. Since then, we have advanced a proposal for undertaking irrigation 
work in South Korea on various occasions. During the period of north-south 
dialogue, especially at the meeting of the north-south coordinating committee 
in November 1972, we raised the question of negotiations on agricultural 
issues between the north and south. 


We possess a highly developed agriculture and have rich experiences and 
technology in rural economic work. To gain this experience and technology, 
many people from various countries are visiting the republic. Moreover, 

our agricultural specialists are providing foreign countries technical 
assistance in agricultural work, including irrigation work. Nevertheless, we 
who have the same ancestery have not made joint efforts for unified develop- 
ment of agriculture with our fellow countrymen in South Korea. This is very 
regrettable. 


Such a brethren-loving emotion is included in the proposal to accomplish 
collaboration and interchanges in the agriculture sector between the north 
and south. Beyond these proposals for collaboration and interchanges, we 
have put forward a proposal to immediately ship rice, clothing and shoes to 
several million flood-stricken and drought-stricken victims in South Korea 
and rice to the farmers suffering a lack of rice in South Korea. 


However, none of our proposals has been enacted. This is entirely due to the 
maneuvers of the South Korean rulers. Rejecting our proposals for no good 
reason, the South Korean rulers have responded to them with anticommunist 
confrontation and splittist maneuvers. Experiences show that dealing with 
those who are seeking division does not help resolve the question of collabora- 
tion and interchanges between the north and south, not to mention the 

country's reunification. 


The South Korean rulers have recently babbled about pilot projects and so on 
by espousing some of the issues we have already presented. This is a trick 
to fabricate two Koreas by perpetuating the country's division. As for the 
Chon Tu-hwan clique of traitors, it is a group of heinous cutthroats who have 
mercilessly massacred the fellow countrymen to achieve a desire for power, 
bellicose elements who are aggravating tension by staging war exercises--such 
as team spirit '82--and splittists who have tried to justify the country's 
division in international society by making proposal for simultaneous 
north-south entry into the United Nations and cross-recognition. We cannot 
resolve the reunification question with those seeking two Koreas, rather than 
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a reunified Korea. When the renowned politicians aspiring reunification 
sit together, excluding the Chon Tu-hwan ring and the sham political parties 
and organizations acting as the stooges of the Chon Tu-hwan ring, the ques- 
tions will be resolved. The proposal for the convocation of the 100-man 
joint conference becomes a reasonable one reflecting today's urgent requests 
for reunification talks. We demand that the 100-man joint conference, at 
which the politicians in the north, south and abroad will sit together and 
negotiate the question of reunification--be convened at the earliest date. 
To atone for the crimes it committed before the nation, the Chon Tu-hwan 
clique should not hamper the convocation of the 100-man joint conference 
but enable the south politicians to participate in the conference without 
exception. Declaring it has not plan to lift the ban on the former politi- 
cians is an open challenge to public opinion urging freedom of political 
activities at home and abroad. If the Chon Tu-hwan clique continues to 
prevent the convocation of the 100-man joint conference, imprisoning 
politicians, including Kim Tae-chung, and suppressing freedom of political 
activities, they will commit a more grave crime before the nation and history. 


We, the agricultural committee, will make every effort on behalf of the 
convocation of the 100-man joint conference which the agricultural workers 
and people aspire.

[Text] Today, our agricultural working people are daily raising their voices 
supporting the new proposal of the Committee for the Peaceful Reunification 

of the Fatherland [CPRF] for convening a 100-man joint meeting. Reflecting 
the unanimous desire of all the Korean agricultural workers, and regarding the 
proposal for convening a joint meeting of politicians from the north and south 
and overseas as a practical and rational one to overcome difficulties on the 
road of reunification and to pave a new way for negotiations for reunification, 
the Union of the Agricultural Working People of Korea [UAWPK] extends full 
support for this proposal. 


Since the beginning of the division of the country by foreign forces, our 
UAWPK, regarding building a unified, wealthy and independent nation as its 
supreme national duty, has made every sincere effort to achieve the fatherland's 
independent and peaceful reunification. 


As is well known, a faction or a specific group of persons are not authorized 
to monopolize the cause of the fatherland's reunification. This task is a 
pan-national cause which requires that all the fellow countrymen achieve the 
concord of their desire and join efforts. With various political parties 
and social organizations in the northern half, our UAWPK has consistently 
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demanded that, in order to solve the question of the country’s reunification 
in accordance with the desire of all the Korean people, and to represent 

the consensus of all the people, an extensive and authoritative dialogue 

be held. It has repeatedly proposed this to sectors concerned in South Korea. 


Supporting the proposal, adopted at the meeting held to form the democratic 
front for the reunification of the fatherland, for achieving the country's 
reunification by establiching a central government through the adoption of a 
constitution at a supreme legislative body formed after the conduct of a 
north-south general election and on the condition that U.S. forces be with- 
drawn from South Korea, our UAWPK proposed to South Korean parties and social 
organizations the convocation of a consultative meeting of representatives 
from various political parties and social organizations in North and South 
Korea and the formation of an election guidance committee in June 1949 when 
the danger of perpetual national division began to develop because of the 
U.S. imperialists and their stooges. 


Reflecting the trend in which the spirit for peaceful reunification was high 
in South Korea with the outbreak of the 19 April people's uprising and 
proceeding from a single desire for ending the division of the country and 
for achieving reunification we proposed in April 1960 the quick convocation 
of a joint meeting of various political parties and social organizations 

in tlorth and South Korea. 


In the 1970's we did not stop making efforts to achieve reunification. Resolute- 
ly opposing the South Korean authorities’ wicked plot to fabricate two Koreas, 

we patiently proposed the discussion of various issues connected with the 
reunification question through the rapid convocation of a joint meeting of 
various political parties and social organizations in North and South Korea. 


Proceeding from the single desire to place the north-south dialogue, which was 
in a state of rupture because of the South Korean authorities, on the right 
track, in June 1977 we proposed the convocation of a north-south political 
consultative meeting with the participation of representatives from various 
political parties and social organizations and those of the people of all 
walks of life in the north and the south. With various political parties 

and social organizations in the northern half, in January 1979 we proposed a 
pan-national conference with the participation of representatives from various 
political parties and social organizations in the north and south to discuss 
the matter of expediting the country's peaceful reunification. At such a 
meeting of political parties and social organizations, we wanted to discuss 
all issues concerning the country's reunification, such as the alleviation 

of tension between the north and south, creation of an atmosphere of trust 

and multilateral collaboration and exchanges. We wanted to jointly seek 
nation-saving measures. 


All of our proposals and efforts were just, meeting the requirements of the 
situation and the desire of the pecple. Whenever these proposals were 
advanced, people at home and abroad supported them. However, these proposals 
have not been implemented because of the South Korean authorities’ obstruc- 
tionist maneuvers. 
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The successive South Korean ruling cliques have reacted to our unity pro- 
posals by fanning sentiments of enmity and anticommunist confrontation among 
the people. By stepping up the rackets of military buildup and military 
provocations, they have challenged our call for reducing military manpower 
strength and armament and for easing tension. 


The South Korean ruling clique has allowed the U.S. imperialist aggressors 
to indefinitely remain in the country and has completely converted South 
Korea into the imperialists’ nuclear base. In addition, they have ventured 
without hesitation to conspire a wicked plot to bring nuclear disasters 

to their fellow countrymen. 


The present South Korean rulers are anticommunist war maniacs of the century 
and splittists who far surpass their predecessors. They have barbarously 
committed mass slaughter in Kwangju; arrested, imprisoned and executed those 
figures who demanded democracy and peaceful reunification; dismantled all 
existing political parties an social organizations in South Korea; fabricat- 
ed sham political parties and organizations to employ them as tools for 

their dictatorial rule; and completely violated the freedom of the people 
and democracy. 


While we, after advancing a rational proposal for negotiations on peaceful 
reunification, are making efforts to implement this proposal, they are 
staging an unprecedentedly large-scale war exercise called Team Spirit ‘82 
with the U.S. imperialist aggressive forces, thus kicking up rackets to 
attack us. This act contradicts their recent proposal for reunification and 
pilot projects. We cannot conduct negotiations on reunification with those 
who, while talking about reunification in words only, kick up war exercise 
rackets and run counter to peaceful reunification. It is needless to say 
that meeting with them will be nonsense. 


It is completely right for the CPRF, in its statement, to exclude the present 
South Korean rulers and sham political parties and social organizations from 
those qualified to participate in the dialogue for reunification. This is 
nobody's fault, but the natural outcome of their treacherous, splittist 
maneuvers. Holding a dialogue with the South Korean rulers who advocate 
fascism and division constitutes an act degrading all the people who truly 
long for reunification and a betrayal of the South Korean people who have 
risen to achieve reunification and save the country. 


Just as we have already made clear, the South Korean rulers should force 
the U.S. forces to withdraw from South Korea, guarantee democracy, abandon 
a policy of anticommunist confrontation and apologize before the people for 
their barbarous mass slaughter in Kwangju. Without doing this they will 
never be able to atone for their crimes no matter how eagerly they try to 
change their colors and tone. 


The South Korean ruling clique should not run amok to insolently sneak into 
the site of sacred negotiations on reunification. They should not prevent 
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convocation of a 100-man joint meeting. If there is anything for them to 

do they must find all detained politicians, including Kim Tae-chung, not 
guilty, release them and provide all conditions to pave the way to convening 
the 100-man joint meeting. 


if the South Korean puppets stubbornly prevent convocation of the 100-man 

jvint meeting and if they continue to work toward division of the people, 

they will commit more grave crimes before the people and will forever lose 
all qualifications to participate in negotiations on reunification. 


We will exert every effort to help convene the 100-man joint meeting at the 


earliest possible date so as to end the tragedy of the division of the 
people and to expedite the cause for the country's reunification.

The Consultative Council in the North for Promotion of Peaceful Reunification 
[CCNPPR] warmly supports and welcomes the proposal for a 100-man joint con- 
ference, recognizing it as a very just patriotic suggestion reflecting the 
entire nation's aspirations for ending the tragic division of the country, 
which has lasted for 37 years, and reunifying the fatherland at an early 
date. 


The joint coaference--which, if convened, would discuss reunification proposals, 
including the one for establishing the Democratic Confederal Republic of

Since the early days of the country's division, the republic, under the wise 
leadership of the respected and beloved President Kim Il-song, the sun of the 
nation, has put forth most reasonable proposals for national salvation and 
reunification one after another. To promote national unity and reunification, 
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the republic has cume forward with a number of detailed suggestions, ranging 
from humanitarian ideas designed to alleviate the sufferings of the families 
and relatives dispersed in the north and south, to the question of mutual 
visits by persons concerned and to matters regarding multilateral collabora- 
tion and exchanges in political, economic, cultural, military and other areas.

However, successive South Korean rulers, at the instigation of the U.S.

Even the dialogues between the north and south in the early and late 1970's 
and later in 1980, which were arranged with much effort by the government 
of the republic, broke down because of the South Korean authorities’ wrong 
attitude and antinational acts of betrayal. This we know very well. 


The experience eloquently proves that on matters related to the country's 
reunification we cannot expect any positive response from those who, backed 
by foreign forces, commit themselves to fascist dictatorship and national 
division. 


As for Chon Tu-hwan in particular, he slaughtered tens of thousands of 
compatriots in the atrocious Kwangju massacre and suppresses, with bayonets, 
movements for democratization and peaceful reunification. He is a phenomenal 
murderer and vicious splittist who, outrageously enough, arrests, imprisons 
and punishes democratic figures and patriots, including Kim Tae-chung. 


It goes without saying that we can gain nothing from those who, dancing to 

the tune of the two Koreas plot of the U.S. imperialists, are hell-bent on 
anticommunist rackets aimed at compatriots and conduct, along with the U.S. 
imperialist aggressors, such a large-scale military exercise as Team Spirit ‘82, 
a war exercise for northward invasion. The republic has made it clear and 
plain many times that unless the incumbent South Korean rulers atone for the 
crimes they have committed against compatriots, it will not consider them as 
participants in sacred negotiations for reunification. This is a very just 
stand which reflects the concensus of the entire nation. 


The South Korean rulers, however, are resorting to all available means to 
take part in the dialogve for reunification, despite the fact that they are 
simply not entitled to do so. Such senseless behavior on their part only 
evokes laughter. If they are truly interested in dialogue for reunification, 
they are advised not to indulge in paying lipservice by merely talking about 
reunification and dialogue.

One who truly aspires for the countrv's 
reunification should not pursue an anticommunist policy. 


History has already confirmed that the differences between the north and 
south in ideologies, systems, political views and religion cannot constitute 
factors against negotiations for reunification and collaboration with communists. 


In the past, South Korean personages, including Kim Ku and Kim Kyu-sik, 
under the banner of reunification and national salvation, took part in the 
famous April north-south joint conference, thus setting good example of 
collaboration wi a» communists, and personages in the north such as former 
civil administrator An Chae-hong, former deputy speaker Choi Tong-ho and 
pastor 0 Ha-yong carried out, hand in hand with the north's communists, 
patriotic activities for peaceful reunification. 


We appeal to politicians in South Korea and abroad to unite with the north's 


communists and, as the first step, respond to the CIIF proposal for a 100-man 
joint conference. 


Looking straight at the trend of the times, the South Korean authorities 
should promptly and unconditionally release all detained politicians, includ- 
ing Kim Tae-chung, and ensure South Korean politicians conditions and con- 
veniences so they may participate in the joint conference.

[Text] Pyongyang, 1 Mar (KCNA)--TASS on February 26 published an article 
by its political news analyst titled "A Dangerous Metamorphosis." 


It says: Sakurauchi, Japan's foreign minister, recently speaking in 
Parliament, made according to the Tokyo newspaper YOMIURI a demonstration 
of an “active position with regard to the Japanese-South Korean economic 
cooperation. In explaining the substance of that position, the newspaper 
quoted, among other things, the minister'swords that Japan “highly appre- 
ciated the efforts of South Korea in matters of security, while the 
deployment of American troops there means a contribution to maintaining 
the balance of forces on the Korean peninsula.” 


A question naturally arises as to whether or not this “active position,” 
which expresses itself in a “high appreciation of the efforts of South Korea 
in matters of security,” mean that in Tokyo's attitude to Seoul's insistent 
requests for billion dollar injections for military preparations there has 
occurred a volte-face? It will be recalled that already in August of last 
year Seoul's “representatives” demanded during negotiations with Tokyo to

Seoul “representatives” did not feel any constraints in their outspokenness, 
remembering that back in May of last year the Japanese Prime Minister Suzuki 
at talks with the U.S. President in Washington committed himself to "“under- 
take still greater efforts to assure security on the Korean Peninsula."

[Excerpts] "Some of the people involved in the movement against the Pak 
Chong-hui regime together with me in the past frequently call on me and 
ask why I have recently maintained silence. I struggled against the 
Liberty Party and the Democratic Republican Party in the past. So, I would 
struggle even against the present government if it fails to properly govern 
this country. However, I think that now is the time to have dialogue, not 
a struggle. We should solve problems through dialogue." 


This reporter called at former President Yun Po-son's house one day in late 
February to hear his opinion on the present political situation. 


Question: It has been already a year since the present government was estab- 
lished. Please comment on the recent political situation. 


Answer: Now is not the time to topple or provoke the present government. 
The present government is totally different from that of the Pak Chong-hui 
regime. Mr Pak Chong-hui never tried to have a dialogue with me while in 
power for 18 years. Instead, he tried to suppress me or make me a supporter 
of his regime. Mr Pak Chong-hui tried to maintain his long-term power for 
the sake of his own interest. As a result, corruption and irregularities 
were rampant. 


However, the people in the present government are trying their best to conduct 
good politics although there is something yet to be rectified. They want to 
have dialogue with the citizens. They have opened the door for dialogue. 


The situation at home and abroad, too, is very complicated and serious. 
North Korea is increasing its military strength. The Soviet Union is also 
increasing its military power in the Far East. As a result, the military 
balance between the United States and the Soviet Union in this region has 
changed. 


The country's economic situation is also difficult. Considering these situa- 
tions we should refrain from provoking the present government. 
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Question: These days some minority party people say that the ruling party 
is too powerful and the minority parties too weak. What do you think of 
the present relationship between the ruling and the minority parties? 


Answer: The ruling and minority parties should not fight each other like 
enemies. Struggle is not everything for the minority parties. If the 
present government is toppled by the struggle of the minority parties, who 
would take care of the government under the present situation in which 

the minority parties offer no alternatives? Now is the time for us to have 
dialogue so that we can solve problems one ty one. 


Mr Pak Chong-hui had no intent to hold a dialcgue with the people. Only 
dialogue can solve problems. We cannot expect the government t< do everything 
for the people perfectly. 


Of course, I see there are problems which the opposition parties should 
struggle to solve. For instance, there is the present economic problen, 

the problem of lifting the political ban imposed on former politicia=s 

and the problem of releasing those who have been detained for their 
involvement in the Kwangju case. But these problems should be solved through 
dialogue. 


Question: The ROK and Japanese governments are negotiating $6 billion worth 
of economic loans from Japan for the security of South Korea. What do you 
think of Japan? 





Answer: It is a tragedy for our nation to have Japan as a neighbor. Japan 
does not want to see our country reunified. Historically Japan has imposed 
suffering upon our nation. It has pursued only profits. Pursuit of profits 
is not the act of politicians but the act of merchants. 


Japan should provide economic cooperation to Korea. Japan has enjoyed pros- 
perity due to our security efforts and the nuclear umbrel.a of the United 
Strtes. Yet, it is trying to avoid cooperation in the economic sphere. I 
cannot understand this. In order to maintain peace in the Far East, our 
country, the United States and Japan must cooperate with each other. But 
Japan does not want to assume its responsibility for this.

DKP CIVES TOP PRIORITY TO ECONOMY, EDUCATION

[Text] The Democratic Korea Party (DKP) decided yesterday to give top priority 
to economic and educational problems in dealing with state affairs during the 
110th extraordinary national assembly session to open tomorrow. 


The decision came in a general caucus of 82 party lawmakers at the assembly 
building in which they discussed floor strategy for the special house sitting. 


The DKP lawmakers reconfirmed a plan to continue urging the government to 
lift the measure banning the political activities of former politicians until 
1988 during the special assembly meeting. 


They also endorsed a policy worked out by the floor leader's office to seek 
a parliamentary recommendation to President Chon Tu-hwan for a special 
amnesty for political prisoners.

FREQUENT CHANGES IN LAWS CRITICIZED

[Excerpts] The Home Ministry is wavering on its policy concerning the age 
limit for the civil defense corps. It has decided to raise the age limit, 
which was lowered last year, from 45 to 50 years. However, the ministry is 
again reviewing a compromise plan at the request of the Democratic Justice 
Party. 


We are surprised by the contents of material on the revision of laws and 
regulations revealed by the office of legislation. The number of laws and 
regulations revised last year reached 988. Of this, laws and regulations 
revised more than twice numbered 97. In other words, nearly 10 percent of 
the laws were revised more than twice in a year. 


The breakdown of the laws and regulations which were revised more than twice 
during the last year are: seven laws including the military service law, 

59 presidential decrees including the enforcement ordinance of the passport 
law, and 31 prime minister's decrees and other ministerial decrees. The 
office of legislation noted that there had been an effort to solve pressing 
questions first and that frequent revision was due to insufficient analysis 
of realities and inattentive study of overall problems. 


The revision of laws and regulations reflects changes in policies. The 
frequent changes in policies bring about the people's distrust of the 
administration. Furthermore, the frequent revision of laws results in under- 
mining the dignity of the law and deterioration in a law-abiding spirit. 

In any event, frequent revision of laws and changes in policy are not desirable. 


It is natural that policies and laws and regulations have to change according to 
changes in society. However, revisions and changes in policies and laws more 
than twice a year cannot be justified even by changes in society. It only 
proves that the process of revising the laws has not been a careful one. 


We do not want to see a repetition of the bad habit of frequent changes in 
policies and laws. We should seriously seek a lesson in the case of 97 iaws 
which were revised more than twice in a year for the future development of 
state affairs.

DISCORD IN DJP OVER REVISION OF LAWS

[Text] A meeting of DJP national assemblymen on the afternoon of 26 February 
exposed problems in the party. These problems began to surface with the 
conclusion of the discussion on measures against the opposition parties" move 
to amend the National Assembly, press and criminal procedure laws. 


Opposing the amendment of the National Assembly Law, Yi Chi-ho, deputy floor 
leader and chief of the party office of lawmakers, said: The provision in 
the National Assembly Law which allows national assemblymen to have jobs has 
the advantage of allowing the assemblymen to develop specialties. While 
those national assemblymen who were specialists in a certain sector were 
taking their former jobs after serving out their terms, many of those 
national assemblymen who had no speciality were jailed on charges of being 
involved in graft at third-rate coffee shops. After attending the National 
Assembly session in the morning, the latter would visit a golf course or a 
wine house in the afternoon. The National Assembly Law should not be amended 
until the close of the llth National Assembly. 


National assemblyman Yi Yong-hui, who had reviewed the basic press law, said: 
This law is the best one in the world because it contains a provision for the 
welfare of journalists. I regret my becoming a national assemblyman follow- 
ing the enactment of this law. 


Referring to the provision on the review of arrest warrants in the criminal 
procedure law, national assemblyman Yi Yong-hun said: I think this law has 
problems. Members of the National Assembly Judiciary Committee should have 
been allowed to express their views prior to the adoption of a decision today 
countering the opposition parties’ move to amend this law. Were views 
expressed today in this connection by individuals or by the party authorities? 


This protest appeared to originate in the party executive body's arbitrary 
instructions to refuse the amendment of the laws in question and in the 
subjective and insolent remarks by those who opposed the amendments. In any 
event, this protest is unusual in the history of meetings of DJP national 
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assemblymen. Seeing party executive members blush with anger, party repre- 
sentative Yi Chae-hyong told lawmaker Yi Chi-ho: Some laws which vere 
adopted by the legislative council for national security have been amended. 
Don't incite opposition party members by saying the ~ “ional Assembly Law 
will be revised in 4 years. He then glumly accused party floor leader, 
saying: Complaints have been sparked by the convocation of this meeting 
without preliminary discussion.

Briefing the lawmakers on the administration's economic policy programs for 
1982, the premier assured them that the government would limit without fail 
the price hike ratio this year to a single digit. 


"For this end, the government will keep the money supply growth ratio at less 
than 22 percent during the year and implement policies to reduce financial 
deficits,” he said.

BROADCASTING EXPANSION--Two broadcasting systems in Korea, KBS and MBC, 
disclosed their plans to extend the airing networks and to lessen the 
nonreachable areas for broadcasting. The Korean Broadcasting System will 
install a relay station for TV-l at Kochang, Kyongsang Namdo, and for 
radio in Sabuk, Kangwon-do. KBS TV-2 will also be established at Taegu, 
Kyongsang Pukto; Kwangju; Cholla Namdo; Taejon, Chungchong Namdo; Chun-chon 
and Kangnung, Kangwon-do. When the TV station with an output of 1 kw (VHF) 
is completed in Kochang, its vicinity will also be able to receive the 
airing. The Munhwa Broadcasting Corp., too, will set up a TV station at 
Chunchon and Chongju, Chungchong Pukto, and a relay station in Samchok 
Kangwon-do. Meanwhile, FM broadcasting, which has very limited networks 
in the nation, will be enlarged. KBS plans to air simultaneously to the 
entire nation possibly within this year, while MBC will set up stations 

in nine areas. Currently KBS runs a relay airing in Seoul, Pusan, Masan, 
Taegu, Taejon, Kwangju, Chonju and Pohang. MBC, which presently covers 
the Kyonggi areas (including Seoul) and Pusan, will extend its networks to 
such places as Chongju, Wonju, Samchok, Chongju, Mokpo, Chungju, Pohang, 
Ulsan and Chinju. Sabuk in Kangwon-do, which is a hard place to air the 
broadcasting due to its mountainous surroundings, will get a relay radio 
station with 1 kw output this coming June at a cost of 200 million won. 
The new station MBC will install at Chunchon will cover the nearby areas 
such as Hwachon, Hongchon and Kapyong. The station which will be set up 
in Chongju will air to its surrounding areas. When the installations are 
completed, KBS will cover the northern part of Kyongsang Pukto and MBC the 
central part of the nation and Kangwon-do.

POREIGN MINISTER'S FRENCH VISIT VIEWED

[Text] The first meetings our Foreign Minister No Sin-yong had with French 
Government leaders in Paris went far beyond a mere ex change of courtesies. 
They served to dispel some misgivings about the Korezin policy of the 
socialist government of President Francois Mitterrani and reaffirm con- 
tinuing ties of friendship and cooperation betweer Seoul and Paris. 


Minister No visited Paris early this week in the first official visit in 
France by our foreign minister since the coming of the Mitterrand govern- 
ment. His conversations with his French counterpart Claude Cheysson and 
External Trade Minister Michel Jobert as well as President Mitterrand yielded 
much results in the mutual interest of the two countries. 


France has been one of the closest European partners of the Republic of Korea. 
The two enjoyed cordial diplomatic, economic and cultural ties. It has been 
proven that the socialist orientation of the present French Government did not 
affect its standing commitment to the cause of the free world and democratic 
Korea which is its staunchest member. 


French Foreign Minister Cheysson is reported to have made it clear that the 
Paris government fully understands the position of the Republic of Korea and 
that there is no change in France's stance toward South and North Korea. 

His remarks suggest a French policy of withholding regular diplomatic rela-

We have high regards for the leading status of France in Europe, the

The steadfast and growing relations between Seoul and Paris may offer an 
example of sound diplomatic intercourse Seoul can develop and sustain with 
governments which embrace an ideology different from that of ours because 
they have more common cultural values and economic interest to share and 
endorse.

DIPLOMATS MEET--A conference of Korean diplomatic mission chiefs in African 
and Latin American countries opened in Lagos, Nigeria, yesterday under the 
chairmanship of Minister of Foreign A‘fairs No Sin-yong who has just arrived 
in the African country from Paris, according to the Ministry of Foreign 
Affairs. During the three-day meeting, the 22 diplomats will confer on 
ways to consolidate cooperative relations with nonaligned countries, pub- 
licize President Chon Tu-hwan's unification formula announced on 22 January 
and study ways to expand economic cooperation with the countries they are 
accredited to. Prime Minister Yu Chang-sun, in an address read by 
Minister No, called on the mission chiefs to make efforts in earning 
global support for the unification formula. "Diplomatic mission chiefs 
are asked to use the venue right of the 1988 summer olympics as a good 
opportunity to improve relations with the countries where you are working,” 
he remarked. Noting that North Korea is fervently engaging in anti-Seoul 
maneuvers while stretching out infiltration schemes into nonaligned 
nations, the premier stressed that positive activities by mission chiefs 
are required to frustrate North Korean plots. Meanwhile, No met with his 
Nigerian counterpartAshaya Audu to discuss cooperation between the two 
countries in the evening. He will call on President Alhaji Shehu Shagari 
and Minister of National Planning Adenlke Ebun Oyagbola today. Before 
having another meeting with Audu, No will call on Joseph Wayas, president 
of the Senate, and confer on Korea-Nigeria relations with Senate Foreign 
Affairs Committee members tomorrow.

The Japanese reactionaries, who have crept into South Korea 
in a full-fledged manner after signing the criminal South Korea-Japan 
agreement and have accelerated their maneuvers to politically dominate and 
economically subjugate South Korea, have brazenly strengthened their military 
collusion with the Chon Tu-hwan puppets under the signboard of South Korea- 
Japan Security Incorporation and South Korea-Japan common destiny. Having 
initiltrated their monopolist capitalists into South Korea under the pretext 
of economic cooperation, they have grasped and subjugated the lifeline of 
the South Korea economy, thus deeply extending the tentacles of reinvasion. 


Foreign forces policy of aggression against South Korea has been implemented 
through the use of the minority of the South Korean rulers who cannot 
represent any of the Korean veople. While historically introducing and 
maintaining in the country the U.S. and Japanese aggressors and sacrificing 
the interests of the people for foreign forces’ aggressive goals, the South 
Korean rulers have maintained their power, protected by these foreign forces. 


Because of the treachery of these forces, which have colluded with foreign 
forces, the division of the people has continued in our country. In 
particular, the Chon Tu-hwan ring is the most wicked executor of the 

U.S. imperialists’ colonial policy and the most dirty, treacherous group. 

The fascist military Chon Tu-hwan clique, which has converted South Korea 

into a desolate graveyard of democracy through a barbarous military, 

terrorist rule since its usurpation of power supported by the U.S. imperialists 
and submerged Kwangju in a sea of blood, has persistently prevented the 
country's reunification--the people's long-cherished desire--by following 

the U.S. and Japanese masters" maneuvers for war and division. 


The proposal, which traitor Chon Tu-hwan has recently brought up under the 
cloak of reunification, babbling about a general election and pilot projects, 
is a product fabricated in accordance with the scenario for the U.S. 
imperialists’ two Koreas policy. As a matter of fact, the plan for a general 
election brought up by him is an empty theory copied from a political 
textbook. The plan for the signing of an interim agreement on basic rela- 
tions between the North and South is one for perpetual division--one designed 
to fabricate two countries through the imitation of others. 


Most of the 20-point pilot projects are very small parts of the proposal which 
we have already advanced to achieve collaboration and exchanges between the 
north and south. They have made this proposal to use it as a shield to main- 
tain division under the signboard of reunification. 


To conceal his true color as a splittist, traitor Chon Tu-hwan has belatedly 
clamored about a general election and pilot projects. Because of the aggres- 
sive maneuvers of the U.S. imperialists and the Japanese reactionaries, which 
have daily become more brazen, and because of the treacherous acts committed 
by the Chon Tu-hwan ring instigated by them, greater obstacles have been 

laid of the path of the fatherland's reunification, and the danger of

Tt was a few years ago that the nation’s self-sufficiency in machinery rose 
to 98 per cent.

Korea produces such machines as 20 metre large turning lathe, automatic
